The \m erican potato bin is filled and ov erflowing. 
Our spud supply has nev er been so large. 
But 
the co o k isn't using the p o ta Jo es. 
A lull potato bin is a mighty fine thing— if 1 he potatoes are put to 
their proper use; that is, eaten. 
Hut there is occasion for some anx iety ov er the slow ness of the cook. 
The full b in trill b e o f no b enefit if the p o ta to es rema in in the b in. 
They must get to the kitchen and

The big potato crop lias not been mov ing 
i n t o consumption ibis winter. 
The hulk of the supply 
is in si ora‘» p. and is being marketed v ery slowly .

one— because it lias a direct bearing upon the most serious question in the w orld 
— the q uestio n o f 
because it lias a direct boarinj 
winning the tea r. 


If the potato bin is emptied during this w inter and nex t spring it will mean that 
b y ea ting ma n 
no ta to es ire ent Jess b rea d a nd therefo re ha re mo re whea t to send to the so ld iers who a re fig hting fo r 
o ur freed o m 
It will also mean that the bin will hav e room to receiv e the new potato crop nex t fall. 
Hut if we fail to empty it this w inter— that is, if w e do not, at once, commence to eat more potatoes 
Ilian we hav e been eating, and commence to mark» *! the potatoes that we hav e been hoarding 
the m ar­ 
ket mav be glutted when the new crop comes nex t summer. 
If this happens, there will be more pota 
toes tban Hie bin will hold ami some of ll.e supply will go 
tp waste. 
In turn, this would discourage 
producers ami possibly prev ent the planting of a liberal acreage, resulting in a shortened potato sup- 
piv a v oar from now, a t a time a lien fo o d need s will b e even mo re a rg ent tha n they a re n o n . 


What can yo n do about it? 


You can help empty the bin. 
You can eat more spuds and less bread. 
I nless y ou 
d o eat more po­ 
tatoes than y ou hav e been eating the bin will not lie emptied. 


MARKET STEADILY 


If v on are a farmer or a middleman now holding potatoes in storage y ou can market them, get 
them to mov ing, get them out of the bin and 
in to the kitchen. 
Responding to this appeal will not mean 
tho sacrifice of y our personal interests. 
All y ou are asked to do is to market y our potato ho dings 
gradually , steadily during tin* w inter and spring, so the present surplus will hav e been eaten befoie 
ihe new crop liogins to mov e about the m iddle ol nex t dune. 


Your present loss— if v on are holding p otatoes— is not in comm encing to market now and con­ 
tinuing to sell slowly . 
It is in fa iling to d o this tha i yo u st a nd to lo se. 
For if the bin is no t emptied 
bv spring v on mav find a glutted market when y ou do try to sell. 
If when the new crop is m. sight, 
there remains a heav y hang-ov er of the old crop, and if there is a scramble 
of the holders to unload 
all at once— there can be only one effect on prices. 


So, commence to sell y our holdings now, Mr. Holder. 


And commence to eat more potatoes now, Mr. Consumer. 


And prepare to plant another big potato crop nex t y ear. Mr. I-aim ei. 


Hut the latter gentleman can not reasonably be ex pected to heed the request if he sees the present 
potato supplv go io waste. 
So the situation rcalh hinges upon two factors, the consumer and the 
holder— some farmers, of course, being included in tlie* last category , 
if they will carry out their 
part of the potato program it*will mean that we will hav e more food for the armies. 
It will meau 
another big potato planting nex t y ear. 


This v ear's crop is 442,5 3 fl,(MM> bushels, according to the latest figures of the I » urea u of < top Esti- 
n ate s of tin* Enited States Department <d' A griculture—1he largest potato crop this country lias ev er 
produced. 
Last y ear 1he potato production was only 2Ki;,i>5 8,000 bushels, so we hav e this winter lm v 
5 88,0011 more bushels in the potato Dili than we had last winter.

in the spring of 1015 , with a new crop in sight, ev ery one who w as holding 
tried t<> unload at once. 
Each man realized that he had held too long. 
Hut the realization came 
to o late. The scramble glu t­ 
ted the market. 
Quantities of potatoes were absolutely wasted and there were many sales to starch 
factories at 25 and 8 0 cents a barrel— not bushel. 


This was an economic loss, as is any waste of foodstuff at any tim e— but it didn t imperil the lu- 
tnre of the Enited States of America.
